VENEZUELA'S HEW BANKING SCHEME. 


How tho President and His Vlc« Spent 


the Sabbath—Editors Not In It— 


Tcilflc Resumed—En Routo lo 


the World's Fair. 


Senate Forecast. 


\YASHINOTON, March 13.—The session 


of the senate to-day will be brief, and 
will be confined to the reception of 
nominations 
from 
tho 
president. 


Within a day or two following, how- 
ever, the committees will bi appointed 
nnd tho body will be in thorough work- 
ing order so far as the business for 
which It is called together is concerned. 
Keports of committees upon tho nomi- 
nations will begin to come in imme- 
diately and tho senate will be occu- 
pied with thorn until the end of the 
epecial session. 


Aside from this business is the legis- 


lative questions involved in the appoint- 
ment of three senators by tho governor 
of Wyoming, Montana and Washing- 
ton. The committee on privileges and 
elections have already been devoting 
their attention to the study of prece- 
dents, and the law affecting such ap- 
pointments, and will doubtless bo ready 
to tnalce reports soon after the creden- 
tials are taken up. It happens that 
tho decision of questions Involved in 
these cases can be made without alfcct- 
ing the political complexion of tho 
senate and it is tho intention on both 
sides of tho chamber to endeavor tooon- 
slder tho cases purely on their merits 
and without respect to political consid- 
erations and the decision is likely to 
•tand hereafter. As the points involved 
aro many and the question itself is 
complex, a long dobato will ensue in 
the senate upon the presentation of the 
committee report.

Tho capital stock is 50,- 
000,000 bolivars, equivalent to (023,000, 
in United States money, and tho bank 
shall have the right to issue notes to 
the amount ol doxible its capital stock, 
tho government of Venezuela guaran- 
teeing 8 per cent interest upon the 
amount used in hypothetical opera- 
tions. 
Tho bank may begin opera- 


tions with 80,000,000 bolivars, and shall 
establish branches at Maracaibo, Va- 
lencia, Gludad, Bolivar, Puerto Cabel 
and Barqulnsimento,

He states that 
all steerage passengers are examined 
by tho consular doctors, their baggage 
disinfected by consular employes and 
a certification of both passenger and 
baggage made by the consul.

Unprecedented Rise In the Grand 


River at Ionia, Mien. 


HIGH WATER HARE AT GRAND RAPIDS 


The Danger From the Flood at Lyons, 


Mich,. Believed to be Pant—Th* 


Platte on « Tear—An 


lea Qorgt. 


IONIA, Mich., March 12.—Never be- 


fore in the history of Ionia has Grand 
river been so hiffh aa at the present 
time, and the water is still rising. 
Hundreds of men have been at work 
with teams all night last nig-ht and to- 
day trying to prevent the floods cross- 
ing tho street road. A great line of 
breastworks has been thrown up all 
along the road and every suspicious 
rivulet has BO far been successfully 
checked. At 4 o'clock this morning: an 
alarm was turned in, a warning1 that 
the clanger point had been reached, and 
great crowds of men flocked to tho 
scene to do what they could to protect 
the flooded property. 


The Capital wagon works is now en- 


tirely surrounded bv the floods, the 
basement and overflows being inun- 
dated. 


The bed of the river lies at least a 


half a mile away, but the whole coun- 
try for miles is now a raging, rushing 
torrent, The bridges at that point aro 
all in place, but are in great danger. 


Tho bridges of tho Detroit, Grand 


Haven & Milwaukee road aro ia inii- 
nent danger. This morning men were 
engaged to weight them down, and 
tons of sandbaga were piled on them. 


Trains on tho Detroit, Lansing & 


Northern are in confusion. The trestle 
at 
Portland gav* way last night 


and passengers mast be carted around 
the washout and loaded 
on other 


trains. 


There is no *co in the river to speak 


of, but the current carries large trees 
and debris of every description down 
with terrific force, and everything in 
its wake must go. A force of men 
will be kept at work all night to-night, 
and every effort is being made to keep 
the waters under control a few hours 
longer, when it is hoped tho greatest 
danger will have been averted. 


The water rose here in less than 


thirty-six hours, something never be- 
fore known for Grand river. 


It Is just reported that the lower 


Milwaukee railroad bridge is in great 
danger. 
The water is xindermlning 


the piers a.nd it is now feared the bridge 
will go out. A f rei ght train which at- 
tempted to cross was obliged to back 
off and the "bridge is condemed. 
Abova High-Water Mark at Grand

GBAND RAPIDS, Mich., March 13,— 


Grand river is fifteen feet above high 
water mark and lacks but ton inches 
of reaching the poict, made in 1883, 
when the log jam took out every rail- 
road bridge across It.

ostracised and suffered the loss in 1861 
ot $2500 in properly besides having two 
volleys fired at me alone because I conic 
not surrender those principles, and as 
was compelled to do so, came back to 
Macon county and worked hard to get a 
start again. Then in 1862 left my little 
family and went to the war for the 
Union, did my duty aa beat I could, par- 
ticipated in more than twenty battles, 
charges and sieges, lost my health and 
came homo a physical wreak, I have 
made a living by my own exertion, and 
think I can still do so. I am not a po 
litical sorehead and shall support tbe 
principles and ticket of the Republican 
party, believing it to be my duty and for 
best interests of the whole people of the 
grand old American nation and all civili- 
zation as well.
